Meſſengers at Arms, Our Sheriffs in that part, conjunRly and ſeverally, ſpecial. 
ly conſtitute, Greeting : Foraſmuch as, Great and Publick Bleſſings conferred 
_ upon Usand Our People, by the Almighty G O D, of his infinit Goodneſs, Do 
juſtly Call for Publick Acknowledgments, and Solemn Thankſgiving ; So it is Our Duty: 
and the Duty of all Our good Subjeds, at this time; by a Day ſolemnly fet apart, to return Praiſe 
and Glory to His Bleſſed Name, who in anſwer to the fervent Prayers,. humbly and devotly of- 
tered up, and poured forth before.him , ' At the Solemn National Faſt, obſerved and keeped 
through this Our Antient Kingdom, during Our laft Campaign in Flanders; hath been pleaſed 
to preſerve Our Perſon, fromthe many and great Dangers of the War, in' Our late Expedition 
there, and to bring back Our Roy} Rerſon ro Our Kingdoms; and at Home to-Prote@ and 
Detend the Proteſtant Religion, and Our Government agaioft the Deſigns and Attempts of their 
open and ſecret Enemies z And for which alſo, the Miniſters mett together at Edinburgh, -in the 
Commiſſion of the General Aſſembly of the Kirk of this Our Antient Kingdom, Have made Ad- 
dreſs tothe Lords of Our Privy Council, That aSolermmn Day of Publick Thankſgiving may be ſee 
apart, 'to be Religiouſly obſerved throughout this Our Antieat Kingdom, THEREFORE 
WE, with Advice of the Lords of Our Privy Council, Do Appoint and Command, That the 
Twenty two Day of November currant, for the Town and Shire of Edinburgh 3; And the Sixth 
Day of December next to come, for all the reſt of this Our Antient Kingdom , be Religiouſly 
and Devetly Obſerved, as a Solemn Day of Publick Thankſgiving, by all perſons within this 
Kingdom, both in Churches and Meeting-Houſes, for returning moſt Hearty and Humble Thanks 
and Acknowledgment to the Divine Goodneſs , for His Signal Bleſſings and Deliverances al- 
ready beſtowed upon Us and Our People, and to Implore the continuance thereof in the Mer- 
cy of Our GOD 3 and that a Spiric of Council and Wiſdom may Aﬀiſt Us in Our Conſultations 
and Undertakings, ar Home and Abroad in time coming. Ard tothe effe& Our Pleaſure 1n the 
Premiſſes may be known; OUR WILL IS , and We Charge you ſtrialy and Command, 
thatincontinent theſe Our Letters ſen, ye paſs to the Mercat-Croſs of Edinburgh, and remanent 
Mercat-Crofſes of the whole Head Burghs of the ſeveral Shires within this Kingdom, and of the 
Stewartries of Kirkeudbright, Annandale, and Orknay, and there , in Our Name and Authority, - 
make Publication hereof, that none may pretend-Ignorance. And Ordains Our Solicitor to 
cauſe ſend Printed Copies hereof to the Sheriffs of the {everal Shires, and Stewarts of the Stew- 
artries foreſaids, whom We Ordain to {ce the fame Publiſhed, and Appoints them to ſend Doubles 
' kereof to all the Miniſters ; both in Churches and Meeting- Houſes, within their reſpeRive Ju- 
riſdiions, that upon the Lords Day immediatly preceeding the faids Twenty two Day of Nog 
venber inftant, and Sixth of December next, the ſame may beIntimat and Read in every Parifh 
Church and Meeting-Houſe , Certifying all ſuch who {hall conternn or regle ſo Religious and 
important a Duty, as the Thankſpiving hereby appointed is, they ſhall be proceeded againſt, 
| and puniſhed as Contemners of our Authority, and as highly Diſaffeted to Our Perſons and | 
Government. And Ordains theſe Preſents to be. Printed. ——
